Year, although the actual number of messages carried was less than inthe 

_ previous year by 9,589. The increase in value is due to the lower rates 

_ of exchange-roling during the year. The balance against the Department on 

, the Joint Purse Account, which was Rs. 2,77,328 in 1891-92, was reduced 

o Rs, 1,61,821, a reduction of Rs. 1,16,002. The excess actually paid in me 

to the Joint Purse amounted to £10,315, as shown in paragraph 6 of the report, 

against £19,289 in the previous year, the decrease being due to a larger 
‘proportion of the traffic having been sent by the Suez route. 


4, The gross revenue charges amounted to Rs. 8,64,848 against Rs. 9, 18,448 
for 1891-92. The decrease is principally due to less expenditure having 
been incurred on cable maintenance owing to the approaching completion ~ 
of the renewals of the Persian Gulf cables, and also to less outlay under 
line maintenance in the Persian Section owing to the re-insulation being 
nearly finished. The year’s transactions resulted in a net profit of Rs. 4,387,668 
compared with a profit of Rs. 1,62,034 in the previous year. The net 
profit is equivalent to a return of 3°8 per cent. on the Capital Outlay.

No. 242.—The following Rules for Quaran- 
tine against plague which have been made-by 
the, Bombay Government in exercise of the 
power conferred by Section I, Act! of 1870, 
with the previous sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, are published for general 
information. 


The Rules have effect from the 15th October, 
1893, as a temporary measure in the Ports of 
Aden, Perim and the Somali Coast :— 

1.—The Commander of every vessel, in- 
cluding buggalows or other native 
craft, arriving from the Arabian
